PLAYING BASKET BALL 
FORWARD 


By A. F. Hatnmcsfahr 


All-irminiJ Basket Bill Star; BsJiltnt

playing basket 
ball," says Mr.

Should you b« preparing to play the 


position of forward on a backet ball 
team, as many moment* of your spare 
time as possible should be utilized in 
shooting baskets. A forward's main 
duty is to do the scorinE for his team. 


At first, practice should consist of 


throwing the ball through the loop at 
close range. Pick out an Imaginative 
•pot on the backboard and throw at 
this spot so that the ball will rebound 
at an anple and fall through tho loop. 


Tho little black cross on the back- 


board on the- right, side of the above 
illustration, 13 the spot picked out 
by the basket shooter. The ball should 
bounce from this spot through the 
basket. 


Fraction Long Shooting, Toe 


The next step is-to learn to shoot a 


basket without having- the ball touch 
the backboard. 
Learn next to shoot boskeU from a 


radius of about fifteen feet. Here you 
will find that the loop shot is more 
successful than a bank shot. The 
middle figure of the picture shows a 
loop shot. It is a shot especially well 
adapted to a gymnasium which has 
a hiph celling:. 


Long shootinr is the next thinp to 


practice. Stand twenty-five or thirty 
feet from the basket and toss the ball. 


Never mako a Ion* >hot without fol- 


lowing- It up. If the basket ii missed 
you Still have a chance to recover 
Llie ball and take a shorter, or (ollow- 
up shot. The follow-up shot should 
not he used after a lonjf shot only, 
however. 
Follow all of your shots. 


The best shot for the basket Is mad« 


from the chest and upward. It Is th* 
hardest for an opponent to guard. Th* 
fiRure on the extreme right of our pic- 
ture shows how the ball is held. Get 
your hands well in back of the ball »o 
you get full rcaulU from the force of 
your push. 


Tike Much Extixl** 


Practice dribbling. Do considerable 


running- to develop your lei? muscle*. 
Jump rope: swing clubs: exercise wilh 
pulley weights; go through setting-un 
exercises thai combine arm and le^ 
movement: take all kinds of exercise 
that -will limber you up. for if any 
player on the team must be quick of 
movement, it is the forward. 


There Is a type of forward who. real- 


izing that it Is hie duty to do the 
scoring, will fia'tly refuse to pass th» 
ball to another player even though 
hft Is so closely covered by the oppos- 
inp guards that his shot at the basket 
will be useless. 


Don't be that kind of «, forward. 


|Let some one else have a chance at 
tho basket if'you see that he is more 
lively to score than you are.
